The solar power was installed the day before, 
KESJWC had brought in snacks, and the main operating position was staffed by W3GWU and 
KF5KHJ. A 6 meter (and 2 meter) transceiver was installed by ADS5LJ. There were even a cou- 
ple of people who do not usually visit the club house there. 


As soon as noon arrived . Contacts came rolling in. Unfortunately they were all on the HF 
bands. Six meters was completely dead and there was nobody on two meters. 


The club decided to run as class 3 E. That meant that there were three operating positions (HF, 
VHF, and digital) and that the whole operation was run on solar power. 


The solar power trailer was quite interesting. The trailer was loaned to the club for the weekend 
by Positive Energy and was worth a good look by itself, The trailer had three panels on the roof 
and enough batteries inside to last through the night. It could supple 1 KW of power. Inside 
there was a big control panel with three parts, the main inverter which converted the 24 volt DC 
to 119 AC, a battery charger which could be used to recharge the batteries from AC at the start 
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or if the weather was really bad, and a large switch panel to control the various circuits. Two
